goals to one. The team showed an all 
around improvement over their ■ last 
game. This was particularly noticed in 
the combination and shooting depart- 
ments in which they showed a marked 
superiority over their opponents. II was 
very seldom, that the McGill shots went 
far astray from the National goal.

Demonstration Attack Car- 
ried Out by Officers 
and N.C.O.'s.

McGill C. O. T. C. had a succesful 
lurn-oiit on Saturday last when the Unit 
was practiced in wood- fighting forma- 
tions. They first moved through abou: 
a mi|e of broken, wooded country over 
Mount Royal in" the usual formation 
with scouts, lines of men in single file, 
supports; and main-body, all being linked 
up by- means of connecting tiles of sin- 
gle men. Flank-guards also were put 
out. The precipitous nature of the 
ground made it more difficult, but the 
men soon saw what was wanted and tlv 
correct formation and direction were 
kept. Open spaces, clearings, and roads 
which might have been enfiladed, bu ma- 
chine-gun fire were covered smartly a'" 
the run and touch was well maintained 
As soon as the scouts were held up b; 
the fire of the enemy's slrongpoint, a 
firing line was formed and a regular at 
tuck carried out. Umpire-Officers stoot' 
by the strong-point putting out of ac 
tion men who had exposed themselves 
whilst other umpires saw that each at- 
tacker could sec and was firing on the 
atrongpoint. Men, who were casualties 
through exposing themselves, stood 
tcund the strongpoint, and themselves 
watched for attackers who would have 
been knocked out. 

After this attack, a demonstration at 
t?.ck was carried out by officers and se. 
inor X. C. O's. Meanwhile five scout: 
were told off under an officer to hide 
themselves in the woods between the 
strongpoint and the way home. They 
were supposed to be enemy scouts trying 
to pass through the British lines. The 
C. O. T. C. were then .extended to twen- 
ty pace intervals and in long lines swep' 
and searched the summit of Mount 
Royal. Despite the lack of foliage it 
speaks well 'for the skill of the scouts 
and their officer that of the six, only 
one was captured, the searching troops 
in some cases passing within a few 
yards of a scout who hiden was under 
leaves-, or up a tree, or below a ledge 
or even not properly concealed but sim- 
'.ly lying absolutely still with his face 
covered . 

The men learned from the exercices 
the necessity for keeping the correct for- 
mation in wooded country, for the con- 
necting files to thoroughly understand 
their job, for attacking troops to take 
advantage of every piece of cover, and 
how clever scouts can avoid observation 
nom searching troops, even though at 
first sight there seems to be little or no 
cover available

The Syracuse squad yesterday put the 
last finishing touches on their prepara- 
tions for this afternoon's battle with 
McGill. The Montreal public, for the 
first time in several decades, was able 
to lay eyes upon an American football 
team on local territory. A great num- 
ber of undergraduates availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of witnessing 
the much heralded New- York Staters in 
action at the stadium. 

The railbirds were much impressed 
with the form displayed by the Orange 
eleven who spent about an hour in some 
light work. The afternoon's drill was 
started with Zimmerman getting off 
some long punts to the halfbacks. His 
spirals travelled between fifty and sixty 
yards and reached a great height but 
the Syracuse baeklield men handled the 
ball faultlessly : not one during the 
iftcrnoon workout dropped a punt and 
several sensational catches were made by 
K.cllog and Anderson. 

After the kicking practice, quatcrback 
Herbert ran the varsity team through a 
snappy signal drill, but the spectators 
were not able to get much of a "line" 
on the men from this end of the days 
work. The second team was also sent 
through a signal practice 'with Grasai 
shouting the numbers. The substitute 
line seemed considerably heavier than 
that of the first team, but was possessed 
of very little speed. 

It is the concensus of opinion among 
those who 'have bepn following up the 
work of both teams - that the McGill 
is speedier than the Syracuse outfit and 
d-etr.Jiurk of weight may consequently 
nrovc- to be not so great à handicap.

|t. Francis Xavier to Have 
Finest Rink in E&3t. 



t. Francis -Xavier's University is go- 
to build a memorial hockey rink, at 
ost of over ;f30,CU0, in honor of the 
rty-one Xavcriaus who made the su- 
nie sacrifice in the 'Great War. 
he present rink, a wooden building, 
ctcd over thirty years ago, is now 
oletc, is in poor repair, and is unsafe, 
ides being an eyesore on the college 
urids. When it was built, it was the 
ly college rink in the Maritime Prov- 
es, and was considered one of the 
|st and most up-tOrdatc buildings of 
kind in Canada. Ten years later it 
s considered too small for a good 
ckey game, and when six-man hockey* 
adopted subsequently by the inter- 
Hcgiatc league, this fact was brought 
inie with force to Xavier's warriors. 
Just before the outbreak of war. the 
. F. X. A. A. A. inaugurated a cani- 
ign to raise funds for a new rink. 
ivc thousand .dollars was the amount 
ised, but the war interfered with fur- 
icr canvassing, and the project was 
mporarily postponed. However, it was 
en for the last i three or four years 
1st the old building was not safe, the 
ndcr posts having given away under the 
orthern end, and the whole of the roof 
anting back in the same direction. The 
inilding, therefore could - it be used 
gain without imperiling the lives of 
he players and spectators 
It was in this building that St. Fran- 
is Xavier's championship hockey teams 
ere made. For years the blue and white 
yon the Intercollegiate championship, 
(ringing home both the Hcwson and 
rown trophies. These achievements 
m a place for St. F. X, in intercol- 
legiate circles unparalleled east of 
Montreal. Tt is thus most fitting that 
the new rink should be built as a mem- 
orial to Xavier's sons. 

It was definitely decided to erect the 
new rink after the St. F. X. A. A. A. 
pledged itself to raise .$5,000 more, mak- 
ing in all $10,000 from the association. 
The Board of Governors have donated 
$5,000, two St. F. X. supporters have 
pledged $1,000 each, and another one 
has promised to give either $1,000 or 
$2,000, which makes $18,000 or $19,000 
assured., Besides these donations, two 
carloads of lumber have been donated. 
Tt is felt that former St. F. X. stu- 
nts and friends, appreciating the scn-

It has long been the custom at the 
Royal Victoria College, as with many 
other colleges, for each Sophomore 
year to initiate fhc Frcshies: and 
each Soph, year vies with all pre- 
ceding years in thinking out fantastic 
"stunts" and original methods of tor- 
ture. From the time they enter col- 
lege, the Frcshies arc sharply watch- 
ed with the cold and critical eye of 
the Sophomore, though she be but 
recently emerged from the hum- 
and herself a

Apart from a few individual kind- 
nesses with which Frcshies meet, and 
an occasional entertainment given in 
their honor, they arc left to wander 
about and make mistakes because 
"every other year has had to do the 
same and has stood the test"; at the 
same time the faults and shortcom- 
ings of the Freshics arc carefully 
noted and enlarged upon, and in this 
way things have not infrequently 
come to such a pass that a noticeable 
spirit of antagonism has grown up 
between the First and Second Years. 
This spirit increases until a final de- 
monstration takes place in the form 
of the great and rouch-to-bc-dread 
cd "Initiation." when the Sophs, 'have 
full powers of vengeance oyer the of- 
fending Frcshies. 

It hardly seems fair that Freshies 
should be .punished for their sins by 
the Sophs., so recently elevated te 
the ranks of Second Year students 
If a Freshie misbe'iavcs either wil- 
fully or in ignorance, should not her 
correction rest with Seniors, or pcr- 
îaps Juniors, who in the light of 
;ncc should be able to 
reprove or advise the Freshie in 
kinder and probably more effectua 
manner? 

These day? we hear a great deal 
about the dignified and worthy posi 
lion which women students have, or 
should have, and about the privileges 
and possibilities open to them for 
giving the proper tone and "Hall 
Mark" to a university; but any one 
witnessing an initiation, such as we 
lave to-day, is forced to believe that 
she is taking in not an organized de- 
rnonstration of university students 
but rather the revels and riots of 
playground. Of course, every gir 
declares that she positively enjoy 
her initiation— but docs she not rather 
imply that she means "it didn't real 
iy hurt," or "it wasn't anything to be 
afraid of"? And neither is it any 
•hing to be afraid of; but such trivia 
:ricks as walking upon peas, rolling 
peanuts along the floor with one 
nose, and many other such school 
boy stunts are forms of amusement 
"or children's and Hallowe'en parties 
ivhen they are thoroughly enjoyed 
uid in their place, but when used as 
form of welcoming the new student 
id the ranks of the undergraduate 
body they seem grotesquely mis 
placed. Thus, for the initiation or 
welcome of the First Year to take 
the form of such a ridiculously child 
"sli demonstration seems absurd, and 
silt of keeping with the true idea of 
initiation and pledging of a new 
ncmber to such a splendid institu- 
tion as a School of Learning. It 
rally seems as though we needed 
:o realize that it is time 'to put away 
childish things," 

There is one. point which stands 
out distinctly against the present 
'.node of initiation — and here I speak 
from expérience, having witnessed it 
several cases when my own year 
[did the initiating— and this is the ele- 
ment, qf personal revenge upon some 
particular subject. Time and again 
cue sees evidence of personal spite 
in initiation: it will creep in in spite 
of the fact that all petty personal 
grudges should be forgotten, and this 
unhappy stale of affairs is respon- 
sible 'for a good deal of lasting ill- 
feeling which, though often hidden, 
nevertheless slips out occasionally 
and gives just the unpleasant little 
_ rub which prevents 1 us from pulling 
all together. 

One more argument which is fre- 
quently used against initiation is that 
it fails to strike the offenders — and 
this seems to be its aim. It intimi- 
dates and "scares" the already weak 
and cringing Freshie, who takes the 
reproofs for herself which arc aimed 
at the so-called brazen and precocious 
individuals who in their turn either 
ignore the knocks intended for them 
or else assume a stubborn and defi- 
ant attitude. 

Now, then, if this whole system of 
initiation is unsatisfactory, how 
Id it be undertaken? 
n the first place, the whole idea 
qf initiation might be different. In- 
stead of its being a demonstration 
by the Sophomores of their authority 
over the Frcshies, by means of haz- 
ing and clownish tricks, it could be- 
come an organized entertainment un- 
dertaken by the whole undergradu- 
ate body, managed by the Under- 
graduate Society; it could be a really 
worth-while and sincere form of wel- 
come to the new-comers, a helpful 
encouraging conference when 
those of "tender years" and inexperi- 
ence could profit by the kindly help 
k and advice of their seniors. This 
meeting should be held as soon as 
j possible after college re-opens, at 
least during the first week. The aim 
of such an "initiation ought to be to 
inform the Frcshies upon rill topics 
of interest about the university life 



all those who have done so much, the 
encfits of whose generosity the 
résilies will themselves reap. For 
nstancc. how many Freshics know 
the name and fame of that great 
encfactor. Lord Strathcona, to whom 
they owe their own college building? 
How many of them know of McGill 
men whose names will go down in 
the history of the Dominion and of 
the Empire? And whose fault is it 
that each succeeding year of Frcsh- 
ies is ignorant of these great men. 
and of the traditions of the L^niv'cr- 
ity? Surely the blame is not so 
much with the Frcshies as with those 
who have gone before, who have 
failed to pass on to each new year 
the story of the building up of our 
institution and of the standards and 
ideals which she hopes to maintain. 

Thus, at the formal initiation en- 
tertainment some of tliese chronic- 
ers could be told, or put on in 
pagean form, or articles might be 
read about sonic famous McGill 
graduates. In the case of such rules 
as appearing in some regulation cos- 
tume, improvements could also be 
carried out, the emblematic cap and 
gown might well be substituted for 
the ridiculous "robe de nuit," multi- 
farious curl-papers, pig-tails, green 
bows, and other such grotesque "gct- 
ups." A beautiful book bearing the 
crest and motto of the college could 
be kept for the signature and cus- 
tomary pledging of all new students, 
some slight ceremony of enrolment 
and swearing of allegiance could even 
be devised. 

To further assist and welcome the 
Freshics to our rank;, organized 
trips to the various buildings about 
the campus could be arranged, and 
these might very well be undertaken 
by the Sophs., who know the ropes 
and can help the new-comers to save 
much time and trouble so often aris 
ing the first week or so as a result 
of not knowing one's way about. 

All these are items merely suggest- 
ing what could be worked into s 
complete and definite programme 
That the college is in need of a form 
of initiation along such lines as sug- 
gested here, is the opinion of not a 
few among both staff and students 
of the Royal Victoria College. Of 
course there are many who have not 
paused to think the matter out, and 
who are quite satisfied to allow the 
Sophomore years to blindly follow in 
the footsteps of former years. But 
after all, our college is not yet old 
enough to 'have developed traditions 
as binding as the Laws of the Medeà 
and PersiSns. In a comparatively 
young institution it is not so very 
hard to alter customs which have 
proved themselves not to be for the 
good of the majority. Such a step 
will go fâr to help the Women stu 
dents of our university to keep the 
high -standard* which arc expected of 
them. If such a stand were taken by 
a sufficient number, public opinion is 
likely to influence initiation through- 
out the whole university, not only 
between Sophs, and Freshics, put also 
between other colleges and 'fraterrii 
ties. Wc have just celebrated the 
Centennial Anniversary of our Alnia 
Mater; wc arc helping to shape her 
destiny in a new era; surely such a 
time 'as this is the most appropriate 
to form up and take a stand for 
better and more becoming mode of 
swearing-in the new members who 
come to swell the ranks of the insti 
tution whose interests wc have at 
heart.

District of Columbia —To Aincrican- 
zc the 10,000,000 unnaturalized aliens 
in the United States by combating ra- 
dical propaganda with a compulsory 
durational program. Albert Johnson 
(R.), representative from Washington, 
charman of the Immigration Commit- 
tee of the House, proposes a bureau of 
itizenship in the Department of Labor 
place of the present Bureau of Natu- 
ralization. 

Mr. Johnson puts his proposals in 
the form of a bill, which was introduc- 
ed in the House yesterday and referred 
to his own committee, which probably 
will hold hearings on the question of 
humanizing in various ways the exist- 
ing immigration regulations. 

Instruction in the English language 
and training in citizenship now carried 
on in part by the government would be 
extended among aliens so as to include 
all persons of foreign origin 14 years 
of age and upward. To promote the 
adoption in the various Mates of 
lenger school tenus, the director of 
the Bureau of Citizenship would make 
from 7 to 14 years of age, to attend 
school for at least 24 weeks in the year. 
System of Registration. 
An elaborate system of registration 
Is proposed in the bill whereby each 
alien must give an accounting of him 
self, the superintendent of schools 
or some other school official to be the 
recorder. Registration fees of $2 
would be charged, the amount so taken 
in by the government to be used in pay 
ing salaries to teachers in the adult 
classes. 

By thus keeping cheek on the aliens 
the Department of Labor would -be able 
to gather much information winch 
would be of service to immigration of f i 
cialls. Drastic penalties would be im 
posed upon any registration officer, who 
collects unlawful fees from aliens. 

Mr. Johnson believes that the immi 
«rat-ion regulations, especially at Ellis 
Island and other stations, should be 
humanized so that the alien would re- 
ceive, a better first impression of Ameri- 
ca. His bill is so framed as to secure 
the aid of organizations devoted to the 
oublie interest in carrying out a national 
<>lau or promoting the well-being of 
aliens. One phase of this plan is the em- 
ployment of agents who will meet the 
immigrants when they set foot on Amer- 
ican shores and "acquaint them with the 
desire of this government for their in- 
dividual happiness and Well being, their 
early learning to speak, read and write 
the English language, and understand- 
ing of American customs and life and 
institutions of government." An appro- 
priation of $100,000 would be author- 
ized for this special work. 

Dissemination of Information. 
Another appropriation of $300,000 is 
authorized in the bill for the dissemin- 
ation of information regarding Ameri- 
can institutions so as to help counteract 
mischievous propaganda. Organizations 
such as the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, the American Legion and 
ethers would be enlisted in this cam- 
paign under the direction oif the Bu 
reati of Citizenship. Motion pictures 
u-ruld play an important part in disse 
mina ting, information. 

"It is time thai the alien within our 
gates should be t rented- in a manner that 
will tend to encourage his interest in 
the land of his adoption," said Mr. 
Tohnson. "The best way to combat ra- 
dical propaganda is through a system of 
education and this is one of the things 
T seek to accomplish." 

The compulsory educational feature 
of- the bill will find a hard road to 
'ravel in the House, although many- 
states now have such laws. Humanizing 
the immigration law carries an appeal 
with it that is finding favor with many 
members who promise support to the 
Johnson bill.
